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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1 -1 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

3. The recitation of "a terpolymer of polyethylene. . ." is indefinite. The terpolymer is 
comprised of polymerized monomers and not polymers. The polyethylene is a polymer. 
Clarification is required. 

4. The recitation in claim 9 of the "phenolic metal deactivator" is indefinite. It is 
unclear as to what this chemical compound is intended to be and the metes and bounds 
of the claim are unclear. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Harrell et al US 4,839,41 2 alone or in view of Hall US 6,025,422. 

7. The Harrell et al patent teaches compositions useful as flame retarding insulation 
for electrical wire coatings, see column 2 lines 14-18. These compositions incorporate 
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polyethylene "(d)" which reads upon applicants claimed polyethylene resin. The 
ethylene polymer matrix "(a)" discussed in the patent reads upon the claimed ethylene 
copolymer resin. The claimed flame retardants are discussed at column 3 lines 10-15. 
Antioxidants are suggested at column 3 line 41 and used in the examples, see column 5 
line 26. The difference between this disclosure and the claimed invention is the 
incorporation of the claimed terpolymer having ethylene, an ester and maleic anhydride. 
The patent suggests the use of a copolymer of ethylene/vinyl acetate grafted with 
anhydride functionality, see column 1 lines 60-62. This is seen to fall within the scope 
of the claimed terpolymer. Given the suggestion of this species of polymer, one of 
ordinary skill would be motivated to select it from the list. 
8. The Hall patent is cited as showing the claimed terpolymer as a polymeric 
coupling agent in cable insulating compositions based upon the claimed ethylene 
polymers and copolymers, see column 6 lines 12-35 and 53-65. Given the art 
recognized function of these terpolymers as coupling agents for ethylene polymers and 
copolymers one would be motivated to select this terpolymer and use it in the 
composition of Harrell given the benefits of coupling the ethylene polymers and 
copolymers.
